The practice of collecting reprints is followed by many of those 
engaged in research. Friends, acquaintances, and persons publishing in 
the same field usually exchange their reprints. Others make a habit of 





requesting reprints of papers concerned with the problems upon which they a 
are engaged. In general, an author is flattered by being asked for a re- — 
print of one of his papers. He is usually supplied without cost with a 3 “?s 
certain number and sends then out promptly to his friends and those who joo 
request them. Recently, however, the journals ere beginning to charge ~~, 
for reprints and a person contributing several papers per year may find ] — 
that his bill for reprints, envelopes and postage amounts to an appreci- eH 
able sum. Several of the larger researc” institutions and commercial Pt 
firms secure sufficient numbers of reprints of the papers written by | gee 
members of their staff to send them out in fairly large quantities, and q ee 
undoubtedly spend considerable sums in this way.

problem upon which he is engaged. These are published in many different ’ O 
countries and, in a large majority of cases, cannot be obtained as re- a 


prints. 

Now, thanks to microfilm copying, the gaps in collections of re- 
prints on a particular subject can be conveniently and completely filled. 
From an economical point of view, the more wide-spread use of 
microfilms has the advantage that each one selects exactly the papers he 

wants instead of receiving many in which he may have no or very little

may be interested. This haphazard system of distribution hes the effect 
of causing reprints to be vasted by falling largely into the hands of 
those who have no immediate or even future need of them. Microfilms on 
the other hand are made at the time and only on the request of those who 
have a pressing need of them. They are available not only of the current 
publications, but of the older ones of which the authors have no more 
copies for disposal or have long since ceased their activities. 
Microfilms lend themselves easily to supplementing reprint collec- 
tions. They can be attached to sheets of paper or pleced in envelopes of 
a size similar to reprints and thus filed together with them. A simple 
monoculer viewer permits their convenient reading and tekes up no more 
space than a small magnifying @lass. The Army biedical Library now sup- 
Plies microfilm copies as an extension of the service it renders to the 
advancenent of medicine. It is hoped that this policy will gradually be 
adopted by many other libraries and this nev helpmate to research be em- 


ployed on an ever-increasing scale.
